A PAINFUL ACCIDENT TO THE VEN- 
ERABLE GEORGIAN. 


A Dielosated Aukis Added to His Other Ills—A De- 
served Tribute to Lieutenant Hoyie—Locke’s 
Evil Genius—A Chance Claimed for 
Beveaux — Washington Gossip.

Wasuineton, May 7.—To-day Mr. Stephens 
started to the house feeling unusually well. 
He was going up the marble steps on the east 
front, leaning on his stewart Aleck, and on 
one crutch. The steps were wet and his 
crutch slipped, letting down his weigit on 
the left leg in a= standing attitude. 
His ankle was severely sprained, 
and the knee joint was = wrenched 
painfully. Me was borne at once to his room, 
where he bas been attended all afternoon by 
Dr. Walsh. He suffered very much until a 
hyperdermic injection of morphine relieved 
him. It will be renewed to-night. While 
the injury is not dangerous, it will disable 
Mr. Stephens a long time, and cause him 
much pain. Many friends have called to ex 
press their regrets at the accident. 

ACCORDING TO HOYLE. 

The secretary of Warbas determined to ap- 
point Lieutenant Eli H. Hoyle, of Atlanta, 
adjutant at West Point military academy. He 
is. now serving in the Second artillery at 
Washington barracks. He will be the first 
second lieutenant who ever enjoyed this 
honor, and during his service at West Point 
will have a captain’s rank aird pay. The honor 
was unsolicited, and was a tribute to Lieuten- 
ant Hoyle’s fidelity and capacity. The ap- 
pointment has not been made public, but 
will be in a few days.

Wasuincton, May 9.—The senate passed:the 
house taritf commission Dil Yeas, 35; nays, 
19. The democrats voting with thé republicans 
in its favor were Messrs. Davis, of West Vir- 
ginia, Gorman, Groome. Hampton, Johnston 
and McPherson. Messrs. Ingalls and Van- 
Wyck voted no with the democrats. Mr. 
Davis, of Illinois, voted no. 

THE COURT OF APPEALS.. 

The regular order—the bill creating inter- 
mediate appellate courts asa measure of re- 
lief for the supreme court—was resumed. 
Seve al amendments were offered from the 
democratic side and were voted down, and 
the bill finally went over. After an execw- 
tive session the senate adjourned. 


THE NEW DEPARTMENT. ~ 


Debate on the Proposed Department ot Agricul- 
ture—The Vote For To-Day. 
WASHINGTON, May 9¥9.—In the house, the 
speaker pro tem., Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, 
announced the regular order of business to be 
the consideration of the bill enlarging the 
powers and duties of the agricuitural depart- 
ment, and Mr. Reagan, of Texas, advocated 
the adoption of the substitute offered by Mr. 
Kenna, of West Virginia, providing for the 
creation of a department of industries, to 
represent the agricultural and commercial in- 
terests of the country. 
READ BY SECTIONS. 
After speeches by Messrs. Money of Miss- 
issippi, Hoge of West Virginia, af eee) of 
Ohio, Scales of North Carolina, Hubbell of 
Michigan, Blackburn of Kentucky, Kenna of 
West. Virginia, and Valentine of Nebraska, 
the bill was read by sections for amendments. 
Mr. Townshend, ot Illinois, offered an amend- 
ment providing that the secretary shall be an 
agriculturist. Adopted. After a_ brief de- 
bate the provision of  jthe bill 
transferring tothe new department of agri- 
culture the powers and duties vested in the 
co.amission known as the geological survey, 
was stricken out. Mr. Dunnell,of Minnesota, 
offered an amendment providing for a di- 
vision of forestry, the chief of which shall as- 
certain the annual amount of consumption, 
exportation and importation of timber, and 
other forest products, the probable supply for 
the future wants and the means best adapted 
for the preservation and renewal of the forest. 


Adopted. 
COMING TO A VOTE. 


Mr. Kenna’s substitute was then offered, 
and the yeas and nays were ordered. Mr. 
2Zandall move to adjourn. Rejected—yeas 
89, nays 99, Mr. Kenna’s substitute was then 
rejected—yeas 50 nays 118. Mr. Hubbell of 
Michigan then submitted an amendment to 
the bill agreed to by the committee on civil 
service reform.

Me Turns Uls New Vlolitical Associates to Practical 
Account. — 

New York, May 9.—A Times’ special from 
Raleigh, N. C.. says that Senators Don Came- 
ron and Wm. Mahone have ‘decided to invest 
in real estate and water-power at Weldon, in 
that state, for the purpose of the -erection of 
works for the building* of raifroad cars of 
every description, and for spinning cotton. 
Jt is stated that the property of the Roanoke 
navigation company, which years ago built a 
canal from Weldon to Gaston, is to be 
sold very soon, by order of the supreme 
court, to the highést bidder. It was solda 
few weeks ago, and the sale was set aside and 
a resale ordered. 

THE SCHEME DETAILED. 

It is understood that Senators Cameron and 
Mahone have decided to buy that property, 
and that extensive car works will be immedi- 
ately put up, anda large cotton factory will 
be also erected af-Weldon, North Carolina. 
The canal will be reclaimed, and a dam thrown 
across the river at Gaston high enough to turn 
the whole river jnto& the canal. The water 
privileges from Weldon to Gaston will be pur- 
chasable, so that the canal may be lined with 
the mills and factories.

SCOVILLE’S TROUBLE. 


His Wife Turns Out te be as Crauky as Her Big 
Brother. 

New York, May 9.—The habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings instituted by George Scoville to re- 
cover his wife from John W. Guiteau, have 
developed the fact that Scoville thinks his 
wife’s mind has become unsettled, and that 
John W. Guiteau, fearing that Scoville in- 
tended to place herin an insane asylum, has 
taken her under his protection, and refuses to 
allow Scoville to know her whereabouts. 
Mrs. Scoville was to lecture here, but this 
complication interfered with that project. 

DIVORCE PROCEEDINGS ANTICIPATED. 

Mr. Scoville writes this evening, in antici- 
pacion of a divorce suit to be begun by his 
wife: “I know my wife is insane and irre- 
sponsible for this strange conduct, and I ask 
for her from the public, the same charitable 
judgment that wells up in pity from my 
own heart, without a tinge of animosity or ill 
will. As to the unprincipled villains who 
have been so largely instrumental in bring- 
ing about the present state of things, I can 
imagine no punishment too great, no disgrace 
too deep.” 


A SAVAGE MOTHER. 


She Cuts Around and Kills Mer Children Generally. 

Boston, May 9.—Marie Keonig, a Gerinan 
woman 46 years of age, this morning murder- 
ed her boy, Auguste, five vears old, by cut- 
ting his throat with a case knife. She then 
cut the throat of her daughter Mary, aed 
thirteen, but not fatally. Her son Altred 
was alsocut inadozen places, and Emil, a 
boy of 17 was wounded. Neither of them 
fatally. Mrs. Keonig then attempted to com- 
mit suicide by cutting her left leg below the 
knee. She is undoubtedly insane. 

BECHTER’S TROUBLES. 

Cutcaco, May 9.—An Atchison, Kansas, 
special saysan old German farmer named 
Kobert Bechter, and his wife, living near 
Leona, Kansas, have had a very unhappy life 
for the past few years, and though upward of 
eighty years old, had almost daily quarrels. 
Their son, Saturday, went to town, and on 
returning, found his father dead and_ his 
mothei dying from revolver shots. The wo- 
man left a letter, saying that she had shot her 
husband because he inteuded to disinberit 
the son, and she preferred that both should 
die in order that the son might enjoy the prop- 
erty undisturbed. The act was deliberately 
planned and skillfully executed.

POINTS IN THE DEBATE , 

Some of the most perplexing questions 
asked of the protectionists during the debate 
were thrown out by Judge Buchanang from 
whose sharp inspection the slightest particu 
lar in the proceedings does not escape.

Add to the unfortunate attitude of the party 
in the west the effectof its own internal dis- 
sensions and the committee has its hands 
full. Jt is reported as the latest gossip in the 
party that Grant has turned a cold shoulder 
to Arthur because he refused to give General 
Beale a cainet place andtocare for some 
other of Grant’s dear friends. Blaine keeps 
up his fire on the administration. 

The Pennsylvania repubiicans opposed to 
the Cameron ring mean business. ‘hey are 
somewhat distrustful of Senator Mitchell,who 
seems too easily appeased by the bosses.

Stalwarts in Washington ridicule the alleg- 
ed extent of the disaffection, but itis known 
to be very general and has called out the 
efforts of the administration to suppress it.

Green was the agent for the 
White Star transportation line at Columbus,

parties in New England, which were accepted 
band paid, but no cottén arrived. Green has 
fled, having realized between fifty and sixty 
thousand dollars.

THE GREAT TRAGEDY. 


EXPRESSIONS OF OPINION ON THE 
PHOENIX PARK CRIME. 


Mr. Johnson Appointed Chief Seeretary for Ireland— 
The Inquest on the Dead Bodies—Proposed 
Repressive Legislation — The Feeling 
Over the Matter in Ireland Noted. 


Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Lonpon, May 9.—The official and private 
residences of all the cabinet ministers are now 
guarded by special constables. The latest in- 
formation from Ear] Spencer shows that there 
is some evidence indicating the existence of a 
plot aimed, not only at the Irish government, 
but also at the head of the liberal party. 
Hence the above precautions have been 


taken. 
A DISSOLUTION CALLED FOR. 


The St. James Gazette last evening says that 
a requisition has been madsto the lord mayor 
of London to calla meeting in Guildhall to 
petition the queen to dissolve parliament on 
the ground of a belief that many liberals and 
conservatives desire to elect another parlia- 
ment to deal more successfully with the reign 


of murder in Ireland. 
MUST CUT LOOSE. 

The Times says:, ‘‘Mr. Forster wast he vic- 
tim of an intrigue, worked from within the 
cabinet. The cowardly machinations against 
him and Burke here paralyzed the forces of 
order. Mr. Gladstone must cut his cabinet 
loose from such mischievous advisers, whose 
imbecility, malignity and presumption have 
led to this result.” 

LAID TO THE FENIANS. 

The Manchester Guardian says: The crime 
is traceable to the fenian party, recruited 
mainly from America, who again interfered 
when when they saw that conciliation was 
probable. It says there is a desperateand ma- 
lignant conspiracy limited to a small number 
of persons. 

IRISH INDIGNATION, . 

A largely attended meeting of the corpora- 
tion of the city of Dublin was held yesterday, 
which was presided over by the mayor. A 
resolution was passed expressing horror at 
and detestation of the assassinations, declar- 
ing that until the perpetrators are brought to 
justice, Irishmen must feel dishonored. The 
corporations of Cork, Londonderry, Wexford 
and Limerick have taken similar action. 

THE RESULT OF THE INQUEST. 

On the inquest yesterday on the bodies of 
Lord Frederick Cavendish and Under Secre- 
tary Burke, medical evidence was given to 
the effect that the victims had apparently 
been stabbed simultaneously from _ before 
and behind with long bowie knifes. The 
wounds all appeared to. have been inflicted 
with exactly similar weapons. 

FORTHCOMING LEGISLATION. 

The Daily News prints a rumor which was 
current in the lobby of the house of com- 
mons last evening that the forthcoming Irish 
protection bill wiil provide that in certain 
cases of murder trial by jury will be sus 
pended, and the accused will be tried before 
three judges, with a right of appeal. 

WITNESSES OF THE TRAGEDY. 

A telegram to Lord Hartington, which lis 
secretary took to Windsor to-day to commu- 
nicate to the queen, confirm the details of the 
reports of the assassination as already pub- 
lished. It further shows that Lord Frederick 
fell first, mortally wounded by a stab. Mr. 
Burke struggled for a time, but fell, stabbed 
in several places. It is believed his jugular 
vein was severed. The four men then drove 
rapidly away. Captain Greatrix, of the 
Dragoons, who thought the matter had been 
adrunkren row, said asthey passed: ‘‘You 
have roughly handled them.’ They replied 
roughly, ‘‘You be damned.’ Greatrix says 
he can identify one of the men concerned in 
the assassination, and agate keeper of the 
park says he can identify two. 

ARRESTING STRANGERS, 

Arrests are constantly being made in vari- 
ous paris of Ireland of parties resembling in 
some degree the descriptions given in the 
police circular of the suspected murderers of 
Burke and Cavendish. Orders have been is- 
sued to arrest all strangers and tramps who 
are unable to account for their movement 
during the last three days. 

TREVELYAN AS CHIEF SECRETARY. 

The report is confirmed that George Otto 
Trevelyan has been appointed chief secretary 
for Ireland. The Pall Mall Gazette says that 
Leonard H. Courtney, member of parliament 
for Liskeard, will become juint secretary to 
the treasury to fill the place held by Lord 
Frederick Cavendish, previous to his appoint- 
ment as chief secretary for Ireland. Imme- 
diately upon Mr. Trevelyan’s acceptance of 
the office, a special policeman was placed on 
duty before his residence. 

MAKING CAPITAL OUT OF BLOOD. 

The Times, in a leading article, says: Even 
ifit be true that the murder of Cavendish 
and Burke was done by American Irish des- 
peradoes, we must not forget that Mr. Par- 
nell has boasted of consolidating an alliance 
between the Irish in America and those at 
home. We are unable to accept the plea that 
the men who have pursued the land leaguers’ 
course are divested of all re- 
sponsibility for the crime they 
now denounce.’” The Times continues 
lo energetically attack the Parneilite members 
of parliament. It says it is morally impossi- 
ble to enter into any understanding with 
those who denounce outrage for the first time. 
When they profess to negotiate in the house 
of commons for the bloodthirsty element of 
the Irish people, they are only powerful to 
excite disaffection. They cannot diminish 
the malignancy ef the whole class who wallow 
in blood like beasts of prey. 

All the Dublin papers appear in mourning. 

A *TATEMENT FROM MR. GLADSIONE. 

Mr. Gladstone, in a published statement, 
announces that he has received a flood of 
communications from every part of the 
kingdom expressive of the horror and indig- 
nation at thecrime. He says thatitis only 
justto state that none are more remarkable 
for fervor and sincerity than the large num- 
ber from all parts of Ireland. He wishes to 
express his sense of the genuine feeling shown 
by the communications, and his personal 
thanks for the sympathy manifested. 

IN THE HOUSE OF LORDS, 

In the house of lords this evening, the 
Marquis of Lansdoune announced that, in 
consequence of the recent ministerial state- 
ment relative to the impending measures for 
the protection of life and property in Ireland, 
he desired to withdraw the motion which he 
had announced against the Irish policy of 
the government. He said he wished to im- 
press upon the government very earnestly the 
necessity of not yielding tothe popular de- 
mands without the adoption of compensating 
measures for strengthening the law. 

PRISONERS RELEAS 
Special Dispatch to The Uanetitusion.

THE MURDERED MEN, 


Lord Cavendish’s Career—Mr. Burke's Services—Phe- 
nix Park. 

Lord Frederick Charles Cavendish, chief 
secretary for Ireland and nrember of partia- 
ment forthe northern division of the West 
Riding of Yorkshire, was the : 1 s6n of 
the duke of Devonshire, by his -wife, en 
Blanche Howard, daughter of the sixth 
of Carlisle, — his — ppt the — 

uis of Hartington, being unmarried, 
seaed in sneuian to the ducal-title and 
estates. He was born on the 30th of Novem- 
ber, 1836,and was educated at Trinity coping 
Cambridge, where he was graduated in 1858, 
with the standing of senior optime. (His 
father, it may be remembered, went up for 
his degree in 1829 from the 
same college, and was onl 
for the senior wrangleship by the late Dr. 
Phillpot, afterwards bishop of Worcester, on 
whom, however, he tu the tables in the 
subsequent contest for the Smith ze). In 
1859 Lord Frederick Cavendish visited the 
United States in cofhpany with Lord Richard 
Grosvenor, a brother of the duke of West- 
minster, and with the Hon. Evelyn Ashley, 
the secretary and biographer of Lord Palmer- 
ston. On his return he became private secre- 
tary to the then president of the council, 
Earl Granville, in whose official family he 
remained till 1864. In that year he married, 
on the 7th of June, one of the queen’s maids 
of honor, the Hon. Lucy Caroline, second 
daughter of the fourth Lord, Lyttelton, who 
survives him, but is childless. At the gen- 
eral election of July, 1865, Lord Frederick en- 
tered parliament, being returned without op- 
position as one of the two liberal members for 
the west riding of Yorkshire. When that con- 
stituency was divided three years later he and 
his colleague, the late Sir Frank Crossley, 
were returned witbout opposition for, 
northern division, in November, 1868, At the 
general elections of 1874 and 1880 the liberals 
elected both members, Lord Frederick on 
each occasion heading the poll, with a trifle 
more yotes than his colleague, Sir M. Wilson, 
Bart. In July, 1872, he became Mr. Glad- 
stone’s private secretary, and when the min- 
istry was rearranged in August of the follow- 
ing year, became a junior lord of the treasury. 
Retiring with his chief, in February, 1874, he 
returned fo office with him in May, 1880, as 
financial secretary of “the treasury, with a 
salary of £2,000 a year, an office which he 
held until, on Mr. Forster’s retirement last 
week, he was made chief secretary for Ire- 
land. He was described, on his own author- 
ity, as ‘‘a iiberal, in favor of the total aboli- 
tion of church rates and complete religious 
liberty.” 


MR. BURKE, 
Mr. Thomas Henry Burke, under-secretary 
of state for Ireland, was born on the 29th of 
May, 1829. He was the second son of the late 
William Burke, of Knocknagur, Galway 
cousin to Sir John Lionel Burke, Bart., o 
Glinsk, in that county. His mother, Fann 
Xaveria Tucker, was the half sister of Cardi- 
nal Wiseman and the daughter of General 
O’Donobu, the last Spanish Viceroy of Mexi- 
co. Through the drowning in 1851 -of his 
elder brother, Richard, and the death of his 
father in 1877, the gentleman who was shot 
yesterday became heir presumptive to the 
baronetcy, 


EXPRESSIONS OF OPINIONS. 


Joseph Cowan, Minister West and Henry Ward 


Beecher on the Assassination. 

New York, May 9.—Mr. Beecher preached 
on the assassination. He made these points: 
If this blood that has been shed unites Parnell 
and Gladstone, and if Gladstone is sustained 
by the liberal party, then itis the blood of 
reconciliation, butif notand Gladstone goes 
down, then God help Ireland and England 
too. Mr. Beecher said further thatthe act 
was but trying to change the destinies of 
nations by the pistol and dagger. It was,a 
bloody murder, but the work was not that of 
Irish people, or even of any Irish party. 

MINISTER WEST’S VIEWS. 

WasHInGToN, May 9.—Mr. West, the British 
minister here, has received no intelligence 
from London respecting the assassination of 
Lord Cavendish and Under-Secre Burke, 
beyond a cable dispatch receiv which 
merely announced tle fact. Mr, West de- 
clined to express any opinion regarding the 
probable effect of the tragedy upon the policy 
of the government or the attitude of the 
position. He thinks the assassination the 
work of the Fenians, and that it was not con- 
cocted and consummated by land leaguers, 
who of all others would not be likely at this 
juncture to jeopardize the success of their 
cause by committing such. an infamous 
crime, 

A COMMON CAUSE. 

Loxpos, May ¥.—Joseph Cowen, when 
asked how he viewed the matter, said: 

This, like the shooting down and bayonet- 
ing of little boys in Ballina, county Mayo, on 
Saturday, by the constabulary for parading 
with their band in honor of Michael Davitt’s 
release—an event that would have ended in 
tefrible bloodshed but for ex-Suspect Muffa- 
ny s advice to the people, is evidence of the 
wickedness of the cvercion folly, and the bit- 
ter feelings aroused ouglit to be proof of the 
necessity of abandoning that policy.” 

“How do you think Mr. Gladstone will 
act?” 

“I hope Mr. Gladstone will be strong 
enough to treat this horrible event as proof of 
the depth of the disease, and as a terrible ex- 
ample of the necessity of pursuing the policy 
of releasing the suspects, stopping evictions 
and restoring the reign of normal law, but I 
fear the rising passion and that the event will 
have a strung personal effect in the cabinet. 
Lord Cavendish was the loved protege of Mr. 
Gladstone and brother of the strongest mem- 
ber of the government.”’

THE AUTOCRAT OF THE FAMILY. 


Rules a St. Louls Man ‘.equired His Wife to Swear 
to Observe. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat prints the 
long complaint in the suit of Mrs. Alice Da- 
venport for a divorce from her husband, Ben- 
jamin R, Davenport, of that city. The par- 
ties are natives of Georgia, but were married 
in New York September 24, 1878. The wife 
asserts that two weeks after their marriage 
her husband, without cause, began to treat 
her with suspicion and mistrust, and to as- 
sume toward her a cruel and tyrannical atti- 
tude, declaring that she should subject her-

True, it has more empty shelves than are de- 
sirable, but by doing its work well it will be 
apt to lead some of our wealthy citizens to 
loosen their purse-strings for the good of their 
fellow men. Money will certainly come in 
good time, and that, too, without begging or 
undue effort. We cannot wish the library 
better success than it has enjoyed during the 
past year. It was not a year of brilliant effort 
on the part of the managers, but of honest 
use of its resources and capabilities, and that 
is just about what the association needs as it 
becomes older and better established. 


THE PEST TO BE STAMPED OUT. 

The small-pox is simply lingering in the 
city. It is not, and in all probability would 
not become epidemic; but in certain localities 
it straggles along, and the city council did 
wisely in adopting an ordinance that will, if 
enforced with vigor and skill, drive the disease 
from the city. 

Immediate and effective vaccination is the 
thing relied on to the work. This is the rul- 
ing idea in the new ordinance, and to carry 
it into full and immediate effect, the co-oper- 
ation of every citizen is needed. Free vaccin- 
ation offices are to be kept open in every 
ward, and every citizen should consider him- 
self or herself an executive committee of one 
to see that no one goes unprotected by vaccin- 
ation. Without a general effort of this kind 
hundredsof the poor and ignorant will re- 
main as food for the scourge to feed upon. 
No householder should rest until every person 
on his lot is vaccinated; no employer can 
afford to retain a person who endangers the 
rest of his. help and his entire business; no 
teacher should teach an _ unvaccinated 
child, no preacher should harbor in his 
congregation a person who keeps himself in a 
condition tu bring sorrow and suffering upon 
the country. Men women and children 
should be argued into vaccination, and if 
any one is obstinate let the offender against 
the public health and public good receive at 
once the harshest provisions of the new ordi- 
nance. 

We hope the board of health will not rest 
upon the penal parts of the ordinance so far 
as suspected Jocalities are concerned. Take 
for example the Campbell buildings on Butler 
street. Vaccination should be compulsory 
and immediate in that lot of cheap and 
crowded cabins. The ordinance is ample if 
its execution is fearless and searching. To 
reach the last ten thousand of our people will 
reguire a careful study of the situation, and 
such an application of energy as is rarely 
brought to bearin public affairs. The case 
however, demands it, and we appeal to the 
board of health to go to work at once. The 
disease has now only a weak foothold, and 
twenty days of untiring and skillful applica- 
tion of the new ordinance will surely drive it 
out of thecity. Every good citizen should 
give apart of to-day and to-morrow to the 
hunting up of unvaccinated people in his 
neighborhood, and the city authorities should 
work as they have never worked 
before. The people expect as much, and 
no one who expects the favor of his neighbors 
will be found wanting in this emergency 
The task before us is to make the entire popu- 
lation of the‘city proof against the loathsome 
disease, and there is no reason in the world 
why the remnant of the task cannot be ac- 
complished in the course of the next ten days. 


HARMONY IN GEORGIA, 

There seems to be an idea among some of 
our friends abroad that there is a troublesome 
division in the ranks of the democratic par- 
ty in Georgia. This is .a_ mistake. 
There is no lack of harmony among 
the peopleso far as we can perceive; certainly 
there is no lack of harmony in the democrat- 
ic party. There have been during the past 
year or two minor divisions in the democrat- 
ic party appertaining to certain methods 
of organization in- regard to which 
there was large room for differences of opin- 
ion. But to-day, in the presence of the new 
danger threatened by the eftorts.of a stalwart 
republican administratign to defeat and de- 
stroy the democratic party in Georgia, these 
minor differences have been compounded. 
That the efforts of this stalwart republican 
administration are serious, insidious and 
sinister no one need be told; nor need 
any one be told that the efforts and purposes 
of this udministration are thoroughly repre- 
sented by the affair known as the coalition. _ 
The simple solution of the whole matter 
is that the coalition has for its 
purpose the defeat of the demo- 
cratic party, and the elevation to power of a 
chaotic affair even more distinctively republi- 
can than the organization, which, under the 
lead of Mahone, has disgraced and humiliated 
Virginia. 

The coalition is, in_ all essential 
particulars, an active and a sympathetic co- 
partnership between those who have hereto- 
fore called themselves independents, and 
those who are interested in furthering the 
schemes of an administration devoted to the 
perpetuation of the vilest forms of republi- 
canism. There was acaucus in the Markham 
house between these independents so-called 
and these republican leaders. There the pro- 
gramme was outlined—there the coalition was 
made. Following this, there was a declara- 
tion of principles, and something like an at- 
tempt to arouse the people to the necessity of 
joining the new departure.

They say that they have 
never had the remotest idea of bolstering up 
republicanism in Georgia, and they do not | 


there has-never been greater harmony since 
the days when the democratic party wrested 
Georgia from th® control of thoge who were 
plundering the tax-payers and outraging all 
forms of law and justice. 

To-day, every element of the democratic 
party is in perfect accord in opposition to the 
purposes of the coalition. Nobody is deceived 
by the claim that the affair musters under the 
banner of independentism. The confessions 
of Colonel Farrow, the attitude of the admin-

Certain pseudo-scientists, emboldened by 
the needs of map-makers and the demands of 
the compilers of our school geographies, have 
declared to the world the necessity of discov- 
ering the north pole. There is nota school- 
boy of reasonable intelligence who does not 
know that, if the point where the pole is sup- 
posed to have its abiding-place were sailed 
Overa thousand times a year, the world 
would gain no information that is necessary 
for the world to gain. There is not a school- 
boy who does not know that if the existence 
of the open polar sea were demonstrated, the 
perils of its'passage would still be too great to 
benefit the world; that, though the polar sea 
might be open, it is forever closed to coni- 
merce. 

But the pole isa mystery. It is not a mys- 
tery, to-be-sure, to the pseudo-scientists, who 
care for it only as it will supply padding for 
senseless lectures and worthless magazine ar- 
ticles, but it is a mystery to certain enterpris- 
ing spirits who care infinjgely less for science 
than for adventure and the fame that is the 
possible fruit thereof. 

What the pseudo-scientists may happen to 
know or not to know is a matter of indiffer- 
ence to the world at large, but it is safe to as- 
sume that the barren ice-fields that enclose 
the pole contain no secrets calculated to ad- 
vance the interests of civilization. The mys- 
tery, however, is attractive to many gallant 
men who long for excitement and whose rest- 
lessness is never satisfied unless they are con- 
fronting danger of some sort. This is why 
men can ke found to lead these desperately 
planned expeditions to the frozen regions. 
This is how Mr, Bennett, in his remarkable 
scheme for advertising the New York Herald, 
found accomplished men ready and anxious 
to steer towards the North Star. They got up 
steam, hoisted sail, and went gayly forth. 

The frozen seas closed in upon them, the 
ice floes gathered round about, and the busy 
fingers of the frost-king builded for their 
ship a cradle. Here for weeks and months the 
Jeannette rode with the ice, the gallant men 
making the most of their situation. The ice 
piled higher and higher, forming hammocks 
op the frozen fields—huge cracks would form 
and run hither and yon like _ strokes 
of lightning. Rocking in this ice- 
cradle, the Jeannette drifted by 
day and drifted by night. 
the clink and tinkleof the ice pressing harder, 
pressing closer; by night the vague flames of 
the Aurora flared up rosier than the dawn, 
and lit them to restless dreams or uneasy 
waking; but all through the long day and the 
longer night there was the hope that beats in 
the breasts of all brave men. 

But hope could not melt the ice. Closing 
in upon the doomed vessel, it crushed her 
sides and the hold began to fill with water. 
The officers and the crew thereupon took to 
the ice, and in a few hours afterwards the 
Jeannette had disappeared. Then come the 
struggle to reach the land. Over the ice, 
dragging their boats, through the seas, rowing 
and steering, these bold mariners made. their 
way to the Russian _ coast. One 
boat reached the land and its crew 
were succored. The boat of the commander 
also reached land, but its occupants for days 
and weeks wandered aimlessly over the bleak, 
barren regions in avain search for relief. 
Relief was hastening to them, and it finally 
found them, but it came too late. And now 
word comes that in the midst of the great 
snow desert of the north, DeLong and his 
companions were found lying cold, and stiff, 
and stark, and dead. 

All honor to the pseudo-scientists who get 
up their little clamors and flourish in the 
midst of idiotic theories. Following their 
directions a vessel will one day sail over the 
spot indicated on the chartsas the north pole. 
Some hardy mariner will find seas of ice, or 
fields of water, but further than this nothing 
of interest to science. And when the north 
pole is sailed over and explored, what else 
will there be to discover? ‘Inadvance of that 
event, it is the duty of all enterprising news- 
papers to endeavor to prevent the stagnation 
in pseudo-scientific circles which must follow 
the discovery of the north pole. We cheer- 
fully contribute a suggestion. 

Should the discoverer of tke pole be 
thoughtful enough to look overhead at any 
hour of the night subsequent to his arduous 
performance in the interest of those who owe 
their scientific attainments to their lack of 
obsefvation and experience, he will discover 
a star shining faintly. This will be the north 
star, a point of light that has attracted con- 
siderable attention first andlast. Being near- 
er the north star than any person has ever 
been before, why willit not be possible for 
the discoverer of the pole to organize an ex- 
cursion to the pole-star? It is supposed to be 
beyond the remotest confines of our universe, 
but what do our scientific humbugs care for 
that? The fact remains that the discoverer of 
the pole will do a good day’s work if he shall 
also discover that the pole-star is the central 
sun, around which all systems roll.

Following the report of the treasurer was the re- 
port of the library committee, Mr, N. P. T. Finch, 
chairman of the committee, made the report us fol- 
lows: 

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 

The past year has been one of quieé activity. 
The work of the association has been fully main- 
tained in every respect, and in some directions 
gains are showr. Althongh a large number of 
members have resigned, yet the membership at the 
close of the year is the largest the association has 
ever known. It now stands at 857, or twenty-six 
more than itdid one yearago. This membership is 
made up of:

. 116. One hundred and 
twenly-iour were elected to membership during the 
year, thus keeping the list of active members a lit 
tle larger than -he record of one year ago. We have 
fifty-seven female members, a loss of two during the 


year. 

The library now contains 9.3887 volumes—a gain 
of 518 during the year. Two hundred and seveua of 
the accessions were by purchase and 311 by dona- 
tion. Last year the association bought 234 volumes 
and received as gifts 106. 

The circulation of the past year was 15,529 vol- 
umes, against 14,279in the previous year. Besides 
the books withdrawn for use the members have 
had the use of 70 periodicals—14 dailies, 30 weeklies, 
Ymonthlies, 4quarterlies and 13 unclassed. The 
usefullness of the library issteadily increasing, each 
month bringing within its influence people who 
have come in one way or another to appreciate the 
advantages it offers. 

The expenses of the library proper are shown in 
the following comparative table:

These tigures show that. the dues received trom 
active members very heariy meetthe current ex- 
penses of the library. The use of the library hall 
and insurance on the duilding are now charged to 
the building fund. But the margin between an- 
nual receipt and running expenses is very slender, 
and your committee feel that they cannot too 
strongly urge upon the next board the importance 
of increasing the active membership. A net addi- 
tion of one hundred active members during the 
coming livrary year would place the association ou 
a self-sustaining basis, enable the board to settle the 
Jast item of thoating indebtedness, and supply 
ample funds for binding books, for periodicals and 
even a moderate allowance for the purchase of 
books. In a city of fifty thousand people a member- 
ship of one thousand is certainly attainable. 

During the past two years less than $300 has been 
expended for books. We have not had money to 
disburse for that purpose, and we have not, there- 
fore, been able to buy all the books that the mem- 
bers have called for—much. less to increase the col- 
lections of standard works. Many of the depart- 
menis are very deficient; and your committee are 
satisfied that the donation of the late William Kidd 
could not be better applied than in the purchase of 
such standard works as the membership needs. 
Such books would always’ remain in the library, 
andeach one could bear testimony of the noble, 
gift that enabled us to purchase it, 

in closing this report we desire to mention the 
faithful and capable services of Mr. A. C. Billups 
our librarian. Mr. Green, his assistant, has also 
rendered good service. The library hall is now in 
good condition; the books are kept in orderly ar- 
rangement, and no member can reasonably com- 

lain of any want of attention. The one thing 
acking is asatisfactery catalogue, and perhaps the 
chief attention of our successors could not be given 
toa more important branch of the work, A card 
catalogue could be prepared at small expense that 
would be sufficient for many years to come.

he report of the finance committee was next 

read and showed the receipts for the year, includ- 
ing $21.35 brought over from the previons year, to 
be $5,289.32, and the disbursements $4,969.08, leay- 
ing a balance of $1,220,24 in the treasury Mr. Jo- 
sepn Thompson was chairman of the committee. 

Following the report ofthe finance committee 
was the report of Mr. H.C. Glenn, chairman of the 
entertainment committee. The report showed that 
only one entertainment had been given, that by 
Miss Bowen. The receipts were very unsatisfactory 
and the committee had no funds to turn over. 

Following the report of the entertainment com- 
mittee was that of Mr. Patrick Calhoun, chairman 
of the lecture committee. The committee turned 
over $90.10 as the result of the lecture by Judge 
Bieckley and $80.00 as a donation by Mr, Calhoun, 
less $14.75—expenses incurred by the committee.

DIFFICULTIES OF THE YEAR. 

At the last election of officers by the members, Mr. 
Louis Gholstin was made president and Mr. R. J. 
Lowry vice-president. The longand faithful ser- 
vice of Mr. Gholstin as a director, the wide-spread 
influence in the community of Mr. Lowry, as well 
as the acknowledged financial capacity of each, 
rendered either of them peculiarly well fitted to 
perform the duties of president, but —_— > 
agemenuts—perhaps since appi- 
ay sonukmnaed ied Mr. Gholstin to 
resign ; the heavy work already upon 
him as chairman of the finance committee of the 
city, added to other public services in which he 
Was engaged, prevented Mr. Lowry from assuming 
the duties of the office then left vacant.

Notice the great change in our financial con dition. 
If we acted Upon the consent of Governor Brown 
it became binding as a contract, and the time for 
the payment of our bonds were extendedJ indefin- 
itely until the rental from the store could pay 
them, aud our bonded debt could no longer cause 
trouble. Notonly was this true, but our current 
resources were relieved from paying tho past due 
interest, and thefuture accruing interest. There 
were directors who felt anxious to sell, but, after 
the first vote, it was clear that the association 
would gain more by accepting the 
increased rent, and by providing 
for the cxtension of our bonds, and eusy 
paymentof principal and interest, than by selling 
and entering au excited marketifor the purpuse of 
buying a new site upou which to erect a librar 
hall, ata time when it was almost impossible to le 
contracts, 

- STORES AND BONDs. 

We have reeeived, durinyz the past year, $1,1650 
rent for the stores, We have paid $1,350 interest on 
bonds, and $10 500 on past due interest. After de- 
ducting insurance on the building and other ex- 
pelisés incideut to the buildiug, the rent lacked 
$35.00 of being sufficient to pay off the $1,368.50, but 
the difference was made up out of current receipts. 
by & Warrant upon the treasury. Tnat portion of 
the eXpenditaure which was used in re iriug the 
building is properly chargeable to Mr. Heoaditbad: 
ior the repairs were rendered necessa by the de- 
fects in the construction of the bu lding. Mr.

LOSs BY THEFT, 

On the 4th of October the drawer in which the ]i- 
brarian kept the collection was brokeu vpen and 
vlo2 stolen from it. The circumstances pointed 
conclusively toa negro boy who had been employed 
xround = the building as being the guilty 
party. Mr. Billups had charge of the 
money, and,as we believed him legally respon- 
sible ior the joss, he paid the amount into the treas- 
ury. Wedid notthink that we had the power to 
relieve Mr. Billups from the payment of. this 
money, but the members of the association 
undoubtedly have, and at the last meeting of the 
directors ] was instructed by the beard to repoit to 
the anuual meeting of the inembers of the associa- 
tion a recommendation that the money be returned 
to Mr. Biliups, He has made youa most efticient 
librarian, it is very hard for him to lose the amount, 
and while he may be litbie in pointof law, you cau 
well afford to act with lenicucy toward so faithful 
an oilicer. 

THE KIDD LEGACY. 

You have all heard of the one thousand dollars 
left us by Captain Kidd. The constitution 
requires this donation to be funded ia securitiés, 
shen two thirds of the members present at an an- 
nual meeting direct otherwise. ‘The money was 
received only a short time ago, and as the directors 
thought that it should be appropriated to the pur- 
chase of standard books, they did not fund it in 
securities, but submit its investment to you to say 
whether it shall be used to purchase. books, to pay 
off bonds, or to buy securities. 

While I feel thatit will be wise now to add books 
as rapidly as posssble, yetit is desirable that we 
should eucourage donations, and to do this perhaps 
it would be be t to keep each donation in a perma- 
nent shape, so that the generosity of the donor may 
be perpetuated. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The number of resignatious during the past year 
have been very large, but, in spite of that fact, we 
state with pleasure that the additions were larger 
and the library has to-day twenty more members 
than it had twelve months ago. Of this number 
eighteen are members with duescommuted for life. 
They are: W S Gramling, H A Inman, E Haiman, 
R H Richards, A E Thornton, Burton Smith. Jacob 
Haas, B F Moore, H H Smith, W H Nutting, George 
A Clarke, Pat Calhoun, WwW S Gor- 
don, T E Walker and Miss Ketchum. 
Each member of the board agreed at one of the 
mectings to furnish, at the next meeting, a member 
with dues committed for life, or to pay the fifty dol- 
lars fee, and present the name at some time in the 
future. 

Members R. W. Tidwell, P. H. Snook. N. P. T. 
Finch, paid the fifty dollars each, but not yet hav- 
ing furnished the nameof the member, they are 
still entitled to do so without any further fee for 
memberships and we count these three as new 


members. 
LIBRARY AND BOOKS, 

We uave added five hundred and eighteen 
volumes of books during the year, 
and the circulation has exceeded by 1,250 volumes, 
that of any previous year of the liprary’s history. 
The number of visitors also bas been very large, 
due partly to strangers who have been in the city. 

CURRENT EXPENSES. 

The current expenses of the library during the 
past year amounted to $2,623 82. This did notin- 
clude the money used forthe purchase of books. 
The current expenses for the next year will 
be about the same. There are 696 active 
member. From the dues which they pay there 
will be received $2.784.00; $155.48 more than suflici- 
ent to pay current expenses, 

dhe bonds are provided for. There is but one 
outstanding account, andthe money now in the 
treasury in excess of the Kidd legacy is almost suf- 
ficient to pay it. The duesfrom the members will 
more than pay the current expenses. From one 
to two thousand dollars are rais- 
ed each year by the energies of 
the directors. No matter how large these sums mav 
be, let them for the next few years, be expended in 
books, and such things as are necessary to beaucify 
these rooms, until every shelf be loaded with the 
treasures of knowledge, and every spare nook smile 
with the adornments of art. 

I cannotclose this report without first returning 
my thanks to the librarian, Mr. Billups, as well as 
to his assistant, Mr. Green, for the uniform attention 
and success with which they have performed their 
respective duties. But how can I express my feel- 
ings towards those gentlemen who have been asso- 
ciated with me as olfficers and directors of this asso- 
ciation? While often differing upon questions of 
policy, there has been always aspirit of concession 
in their discussion, and I have never heard a harsh 
expression fall from the lips of a mem- 
ber of the board since I have presided 
over its meetings. My only regret in servering my 
oficial connection with the library is, I shall uo 
longer be associated as heretofore with those gen- 
tlemen who served with me. I have received noth- 
ing but kindness at their hands, and that they may 
each and every one live long, prosperous and 
happy lives, while the library grows, numbering 
its members by thousands, enriched with the 
books, the paintings and the sculpture of all ages, 
is my most earnest hope. ma 

At the conclusion of Mr. Smith’s address, Mr. King, 
the secretary, read the report of the special commit- 
tee appointed to draft suitable resolutions on the 
death of Captain Kidd. The committec reported 
resolutions with the suggestion that they en- 
oy on & special page of the minutes and pub- 
lished. 

The association then took up the consideration of 
the suggestions made in the several reports of the 
committees and by the president in his address. 

The suggestion of the president and board that 
theamount stolen from the cash drawer and made 
good by the librarian, Mr. Billups, be returned to 
him, was acted on favorably. 

On the suggestion of the library committee that 
the Kidd fund be expended in the purchase of 
books a very spirited discussion arose. Mr. Brown 
favored putting the money into a six percent At- 
lanta bond and using the income for the purchase 
of books. Other gentlemen opposed him, and final- 
ly,on motion of Mr. Henry Hillyer, it was deter- 
mined to spend the entire ameunt for books now. 

Mr. Brown presented two amendments to the con- 
stitution, one abolishing the initiation fee of two 
dollars. The amendment was adopted without 
discussion. The other amendment was to so change 
the constitution as to give the — members the 
right to vote. After ashort discussion the amend- 
ment was adopted by a vote of 30 for and 3 against it.

Fam Martin and Os, Thomas died

The board of health arranged for five vaccina- 
tion offices yesterday, which will be opened in the 
five wards at ten o'clock this morning ‘They are 
as follows: First ward, at the engine house west 
Fair street, near Peters, under charge of Dr. Dyar. 
Second ward, at city hall, pader charge of Dr. T. 
Whitley. Third ward, atastore on Frazier,between 
Clark and Fulton, under’ charge of Dr. Johnson.

Monday a CoNSTITUTION man 
der aud asked him: 

‘Is not the city being vaccinated very rapidly?” 

“Yes,’’ he replied, ‘“Walter Taylor soldon Friday 
and Saturday 2,100 vaceine quills and conld have 
sold 1,500 more to-day if he had had them. I sup. 
pose that other druggists in the city sold 
5,000 on Friday and Saturday and 
every one of these were used before 
midday Sunday, Ihave needed 100 points for to- 
day and will get them in the morning. The vacci- 
nation is, ‘therefore, proceeding rapidly, but the 
trouble is it don’t reach the points where it is 
most needed.’’ 

‘In what respect?”’ 

“In this. The people who are vaccinated now 
rare the better class of people, both whites and 
blacks. It is these very classes that are 
not exposed to the disease. The unvaccinated 
Class, that is the vagrant negroes and poorest class 
of whites are of the very class that needs vaccina- 
tion most. IL feel no uneasiness abuut any of my 
family or wy friends or the families of my friends 
taking the disease. Tuere is no danger ofits spread 
among the intelligent white classes. They 
are already so thoroughly vaccinated as 
to be protected. lor example, of the 
last twenty-two cases developed, only two were 
white. This shows that the white people and the 
better class of negroes sre thoroughly protected, 
and that the disease cannot become epidemic. The 
trouble is, however, that these cliques and nests of 
unvaccjnated people will carry the disease through 
the summer in isolated spots and give us trouble 
next winter unless it is stamped out promptly 
by thorough vaccination. Say that there are 5.000 
unvaccinated people in Atlanta. These 5,000 will 
naturally be exposed to small-pox more than the 
entire 45,000 people that are vaccinated, and they 
may thus nurse the disease by passing it from one 
to tae other and keep it alive in our midst for 
months even while it is confined to the few plague 
spots and to a very small number of our Citizens, 
and while the bulk of our people are thoroug ily 
protected against it.”’ 

“What would you reeommend?” 

“Il would recommend that the vaccinating officers 
of the city appoint vaccine stalls in every ward in 
the city—at different points for different days—aud 
that by personal investigation they see that eve rv 
citizen in the neighvorhood of each stallis vaccin- 
ated before they leaveit. Itisa great trouble fo 
poor people to go to the central oflice to be vaccin- 
uted, especially when there is sucha rush that they 
frequently wait a whole day and 
are then turned off. I saw a woman 
that took three children to the  oitice, 
Waited all day and finally came off without being 
vaceinated sayiug thatshe would never go back 
again. By letting the officersgo into such neigh- 
borhoods day after day we could by the end of two 
weeks have .every person in the city vac- 
cCinated, and thus thoroughly, effectually and 
promptly stop the disease. Oneof the health offi- 
cers, when a case is announced, should at once 
investigate the persons who have been ex- 
posed and vaccinate them immediately if they are 
notalready vaccinated. This will save them from 
all trouble. Ittakes vaccination only eight days to 
develop, while it takes sinall-pox fourteen. If you 
are exposed to-day to a case and were to take it I 
could vaccinate you to-morrow and thoroughly 
protect you against the disease, as your system 
would be safe five Cays before the smali-poison 
could work.”’
